An indication of the relevance of the document "Bearing assemblies for modern machines 
AND APPARATUSES", at least as considered by the Russian Examiner, is provided by the translation of 
the Russian examination report and in particular by passages on page 2 of the translation. That is, the 
relevance appears to be the (alleged) disclosure of an annular race having rollers therein, as illustrated 
at Fig. 7.17 of the cited document. 

Applicants note that in the structure of Fig. 7.17(a), the rollers engage in grooves ("chutes" in 
the above translation) in upper and lower flat annular structures (as illustrated in the second and third 
parts of Fig. 7.17), and that use of an arrangement in which the rollers engage a convex, rather than 
concave, surface, does not appear to be conceived of. Still less is there any teaching or suggestion 
that the rollers can be used to contact a main ball roller of a castor or similar mechanism. Thus, the 

Structure disclosed in "BEARING ASSEMBLIES FOR MODERN MACHINES AND APPARATUSES" could not 

be used in the present invention as now claimed. (Reference to a ball in the translation clearly refers 
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only to the rollers, since the diameter 0.52H of the ball is clearly applicable to the rollers, and could 
not be applicable to a main ball engages by the rollers.)
